RAILROAD RUMBLE 


An Important Claim Filed By 
the 31.. K. A T. 


A FIGHT IN THE COURTS, 


Items of Interest Picked Up from Va­ 
rions Sources for the Beneiit 
of “ Democrat’’ Readers. 


The Missouri, Kansas and Texas 
R ailw ay company has filed before 
Jud g e Thomas at ^Muscogee, I. T., 
an application for an injunction to 
restrain the town of Muscogee, 
the Creek Nation and the United 
States from proceeding with the 
surveying and laying out of that 
tow n under the town-site provision 
of the Curtis law. 
The grounds alleged for this in­ 
junction are that the Missouri, 
Kansas and Texas Railway com­ 
pany claims every alternate section 
of land along its line through the 
territory under agreement w ith the 
U nited States government, 
and 
that the principal portion of the 
tow n of Muscogee is on this alter­ 
nate section. 
The grounds . are believed to 
be 
reasonably 
good, 
and 
will 
be arguedj before 
the court at 
an early day. 
It is also believed 
that at least a temporary injunction 
will be granted until the status of 
the railway com pany’s 
claim is 
settled. 
The matter is causing much com­ 
m ent and anxiety, not only at 
Muscogee, but in all towns along 
the Missouri, Kansas and Texas 
railway through the territory, as 
many other towns will fall upon 
this alternate section claimed. 
As to the claim itself, it is ad­ 
m itted that the United States gov­ 
ernment did guarantee to this rail­ 
w ay company each alternate sec­ 
tion along its line through the In ­ 
dian Territory, but it was in the 
event the lands of the said terri­ 
tory were at any time abandoned 
by the Indians, or in some other 
way reverted to the government 
through treaty or otherwise. 
N ow that the lands are being al­ 
lotted and the tribal title is to be 
extinguished, the railway company 
is to set up its claim to each alter­ 
nate section, as above indicated, 
and it is learned authentically that 
the claim will be fought out in tlie 
courts.

Story of the Midnight Ride of William 
Dawes. 
The ilrhl patriotic event of 1 Vdriots’ 
day, 
was the uiivciliiig ui‘ a tab ­ 
let placed b y the Sons oi‘ tlie lic\elu­ 
tion upon the tomb in KingT chapel 
b urying ground which marks 
the 
resting place of William Dawes, whose 
daring midnight ride of April lb -11), 
1775, was of the same character and 
accompli'^IìiM the same purpo.scas the 
ride of ikiui lievere. 
llaj. Frank II. llriggs, delivering 
the address, said: 
‘'Poetry has so adorned with its 
attractive citami the ride of Paul Pe­ 
vere tliat to the average mind .Pe\ere 
was the onlv man who had anvthing 
, 
,/ 
v_, 
to do with warning the peoi)ie at the 
time of the expedition of the Drilisii 
from Boston on the night of.April 18 , 
1775. 
“As a matter of fact, liowevtw, Po­ 
vere, altlioiigli one of the leaders, was 
at the same time only a spoke in the 
wheel, and tliough from Longfellow's 
poem even the child can learn with 
interest of the ]}oetic details of Pe- 
vere^s ride, vet the similar ride of Wii- 
'' */ 
liam Dawes, of just as iniicli value to 
the community, lias not liecn made 
famous or heralded ab road as a daring 
deed. 
“ Longfellow has assumed with po­ 
etic license to place Pevere indiil'er- 
ent towns liotir b y hour, and at tlio 
outset he is apparently si an ding on 
the Charlestown shore waiting for tlie 
signal from the old N orth helf rv. d'he 
rides of Paul Pevere and W illiam 
Dawes were practically simultaneous 
as regards the start from tiie town of 
Boston. 
“The facts whicli led up to the ride 
were these: 
It had b een known for 
some time previous to April 
19 that 
the British were preparing to make a 
movement, with the prob ab le destina­ 
tion as Concord, as munitions of war 
were b eing gathered there, and Han­ 
cock, Adams and other revolutionary 
leaders were in that town and viciii- 
itv.

“ Joseph Warren, who 
haJ 
re­ 
mained at Boston, had arraiiired cer­ 
tain details as to notilieation from in­ 
side the town, lievere's own narra­ 
tive states that it liad been ‘agreed 
with a Col. Conant and some other 
gentlemen in Charlestown that if the 
i^ritish army went out hy water two 
■'ailterns should he shown in 
the 
TioTih church steej>lc. and if by land 
—^ane, as a signal, for w(> were appre­ 
hensive it would he dithcult to cross 
over Charles river or get over Boston 
Neck.’

“ Warren waited until the British 
troops had actually begun to move to 
thiS’T boats, and then he started Wil- 
Jicim I)aw^ ^ it by laijd route from 
•Boston 
Nhck 
à ìid thence across 
Brighton bridge for Concord 
and 
Lex ington, and direcily after—about 
ten o'clock— he sent Revere by water 
to Charlestown, thence to Lex ington 
across the country, to acquaint Han­ 
cock and Adams of the movement, 
and arouse the country. 
“ Revere immediately called upon 
Capt. John Bulling and desired him 
to make the signal at once in the 
North church steeple. Richard De- 
vens and Col. Conant, who were on 
the Charlestown shore, saw the signal 
and sent a messenger at once to \varn 
Hancock and Adams. 
“ Revere then went across to Char­ 
lestown 
in 
a 
boat, and, joined 
by Devens, started on his mission. 
He got to Parson Clark’s at Lex ing­ 
ton, where he found Hancock and 
Adams, about midnight, and in tlic 
course of lialf an hour lie was joined 
by Dawes. After some refreshments 
they rode on to Concord and were 
joined by Dr. Prescott, hut, 
near 
Hartwell’s tavern, in lower Lincoln, 
became separated, and Revere was 
afterward captured. , 
“ William Dawes was of old Puritan 
stock. 
The first William Dawes was 
a mason by trade, and settled in 
Braintree in 1G35, and afterward 
moved to Boston, and his bouse on 
Sudbury street was pulled down in 
1775 after tìve generations had suc- 
eessivelv liv'ed in it. 
“ The” Sons of the Revolution, be­ 
lieving that Maj. Dawes’ 
services 
were worthy of the aims of the societv, 
therefore place this enduring memo­ 
rial of the work of so stanch a patriot. 
In this they have received the co­ 
operation of the granddaughter of 
William Dawes, Miss Julia Goddard, 
of Brookline, whom I am pleased to 
see present. 
“ "We transfer, however, to the cus­

J., has recently tried sonu* intere.H- 
in^’* kite experiments, and on Alarch 
25, at four p. m., he made partly 
ready a hot air lialloon for an a^oeii- 
sion,*b ut the wind and snow increased 
so rapidly that the air pressure on the 
side of the partly inflated Italloou 
Itroke the pole which was b eing held 
in position, so that the b alloon ex­ 
periments with an electric wire and 
Leyden jar had to b e deferred. Tlte 
cos\ of the b alloon is defrayed hy the 
Hodgson fund of the Smithsonian 
institution, and its purchase was au­ 
thorized hy Prof. S. P. Langley, sec­ 
retary of the institution. 
A kite- 
sustained thermometer wuts sent np 
at 5:10 p. m., how*ever, notwithstand­ 
ing the mingled snow and rain. 
It 
wuis iinaliy hauled down at 7:45 ]). 
m., a test of temperature b eing made 
a t ’heights of 200, 400 and GOO feet. 
Tlie air at the GOO-foot level was 
found to he 2S degrees ab ove zero 
as compared witli 31 degrees ab ove 
zero at the earth. 
At 200 feet the 
air was found to he 1 degree w armer 
than at the earth. The experiments 
demonstrated that during mingled 
rain and snow there is an intermedi­ 
ate layer of warm air a short dis­ 
tance aloft, b ut higher up it is colder. 
The coolness was greater than the 
normal, indicating cooler weather.—
